The ident time for exercise is mid- 
way between tneais, but few people can 
arrange to.take it at such times, Be- 
fore breakfast is a suitable time for 
most people, especially if the exercise 
fs followed by a cold bath and brisk 
rubbing.

Frank Blachford of Toronto is 
an excellent ‘example of a young 
Canadian who ky strong natural en- 
dowment, great perseverance and 
steadfast adherence to a conservative 
ideal in music has put himself well 
up in the front ranks of Canadian 
musicians.
